On December 2, 2019, plain clothes members of the Gang and Narcotics Division (GND) Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBD task force located a suspect wanted for a homicide. GND detectives requested a uniformed 
patrol unit to conduct a Felony stop on the suspect, who was the passenger in a BMW sedan driving in the area of 
Roscoe Boulevard and Tampa Avenue. Uniformed patrol officers from both Topanga and West Valley Divisions 
responded, and a short vehicle pursuit ensued. The driver of the BMW stopped the vehicle on Roscoe Boulevard at 
Shirley Avenue. As officers exited their patrol vehicles and were giving commands to the occupants of the BMW, 
one of the officers had a Tactical Unintentional Discharge with his pistol. The officer fired one round; however, no 
one was injured. 


Both the driver and passenger were taken into custody without further incident.
